Probate Courts. I have been informally advised that the Federal 
Judges have virtually disapproved of this construction of the Or-— 
ganic Act, as indicated in this action of the Legislative Assembly, 
yet I am not aware that any.case has come before these officers in 
such form as to elicit a decision upon its merits, so as to establish a 
legal principle. I would therefore recommend that this question be 
taken up through the proper tribunals for a final decision. If the
